% In 1986, Cruiseport BOSTON (formerly known as Black Falcon Cruise Terminal) was opened, and boasted 
13 cruise vessels carrying a total of 11,723 passengers. 


%* Cruiseport BOSTON got its original name of Black Falcon Terminal from a 440-foot Norwegian merchant 
vessel called the “Black Falcon” that caught fire more than a half century ago while docked at Berth F 
at the old US Army Base in Boston. 


% According to a Cruise Lines International Association (CLIA) economic impact study of North American 
ports, Cruiseport BOSTON ranks in the Top 10 in direct cruise line spending, positively impacting the 
U.S. economy ($387 million spent in 2006). See CLIA fact sheet:

% In 2006, 70,480 people embarked on cruises from Cruiseport BOSTON. In 2006, the port handled 
81 cruise ships carrying 209,000 passengers. 


% In 2007, 101 cruise ships will call the Port of Boston and anticipates 250,000 passengers. 
> An average of 1,800 passengers will pass through Cruiseport BOSTON when a ship is in port. 
%& Each passenger generates between $500-$1500 to the local economy. 


% Cruiseport BOSTON is conveniently located 10 minutes away from Boston Logan International Airport 
via the Ted Williams Tunnel. 


* Boston Logan International Airport offers great airlift in and out of Boston with over 50 carriers 
providing frequent, direct, non-stop service to 79 domestic and 34 international destinations. 


%* Boston is considered the “walking city,” and Cruiseport BOSTON is located within 15 minutes of the 
downtown world-class shopping district and diverse restaurants whether getting there by taxi, car, 
or public transportation. 


%* Sixteen cruise lines currently serve the Port of Boston. All serve Cruiseport BOSTON and provide passengers 
with an attractive mix of cruises to New England/Canada, Bermuda, the Caribbean, and Europe. Cruise 
Lines include: Carnival Cruise Line, Celebrity Cruises, Classic International Cruises, Crystal Cruises, 
Cunard Line, Fred Olsen Cruise Line, Hapag Lloyd Cruises, Holland America Line, Norwegian Cruise 
Line, P&O Cruises, Phoenix Reisen, Phoenix Seereisen, Princess Cruises, Royal Caribbean Cruise 
Line, Saga Holidays and Silversea Cruise Line. 


> Royal Caribbean selected the Port of Boston as one of three ports of call for its inaugural tour of 
Freedom of the Seas, the world’s largest cruise ship. 


% About 70% of travelers embarking on a Canada/New England cruise travel from overseas or another part 
of the country, while 85% embarking on a re-positioning cruise to the Caribbean, or cruise to Bermuda 
are within the drive market. 


%& Massachusetts ranks just behind Florida, California, and Texas as 4th highest state in resident cruise 
passengers, with half a million residents enjoying a cruise vacation in 2006. 


* In 2007, Cruiseport BOSTON’s season will run from April through December. 
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
